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MARRIAGE     AND     DIVORCE 

By  PRESIDENT    DAVID  O.  McKAY  of  the    First  Presidency 

Address  delivered  at  the  Sunday   morning  session  of  the  115th  annual  general 
conference,  April  8,  1945,  in  the  Tabernacle. 

And  the  Pharisees  came  to  him,  and 
asked  him,  Is  it  lawful  for  a  man  to  put 
away  his  wife?  tempting  him. 

And  he  answered  and  said  unto  them. 
What  did  Moses  command,  you  ? 

And  they  said,  Moses  suffered  to  write  a 
bill  of  divorcement,  and  to  put  her  away. 

And  Jesus  answered  and  said  untothem. 
For  the  hardness  of  your  heart  he  wrote  you 
this  precept.     {Mark  10:2-5.) 

RECENTLY,  I  heard  President  Grant 
express  grave  concern  over  the  ap- 
parent increase  of  the  number  of  applica- 
tions for  the  severance  of  marital  bonds. 
His  concern  and  fears  that  there  is  a  grow- 
ing laxity  in  the  minds  of  young  people  with 
respect  to  the  importance  and  sacredness  of 
the  marriage  covenant  suggest  the  topic 
"  Marriage  and  Divorce  "  to  which  I  now 
invite  your  attention. 

Adjustments  to  be  made  by  newly  mar- 
ried couples  when  young  husbands  now  in 
the  armed  forces  return  to  civilian  life  sug- 
gest another  condition  that  makes  such  a 
consideration  not  wholly   untimely.

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and  comfort.  Mark's  account  of  Jesus' 

answer  to  the  Pharisees  on  divorce  sets 
forth  the  Saviour's  attitude  toward  this 
vital  question. 

A  careful  study  of  this  text,  and  other 
references  that  he  made  to  marriage  and 
divorce,  leave  little  doubt  that  Jesus  set 
forth  the  lofty  ideal  that  marriage  is  of 
divine  origin  and  that  the  marriage  bond 
should  be  held  sacred. 

This  lofty  ideal  of  marriage  is  confirmed 
by  modern  revelation,  and  is  recorded  in 
the  Doctrine  and  Covenants  as  follows:  — 


And  that  it  might  be  filled  With  the 
measure  of  man,  according  to  his  crea- 
tion before  the  world  was  made.  ( D.  and 
G.  49:15-17.) 

When  the  Pharisees,  seeking  to  justify 
the  granting  of  divorce,  cited  the  fact  that 
"  Moses  suffered  to  write  a  bill  of  divorce- 
ment and  to  put  a  wife  away  "  on  the 
ground  of  "  some  uncleanness, "  Jesus 
answered  : 

.  .  .  For  the  hardness  of  your  heart  tie 
wrote  you  this  precept.  But  from  the 
beginning  of  the  creation  God  made  them

And  again,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  that 
whoso  forbiddcth  to  marry  is  not  or- 
dained of  God,  for  marriage  is  ordained 
unto  man . 

Wherefore,  it  is  lawful  that  he  should 
have  one  wife,  and  they  twain  shall  be 
one  flesh,  and  all  this  that  the  earth 
might  answer  the  end  of  its  creation; 


male  and  female.  For  this  cause  shall 
a  man  leave  his  father  and  mother,  and 
cleave  to  his  wife;  And  they  twain  shall 
be  one  flesh  :  so  then  they  are  no  more 
twain,  but  one  fesh.  What  therefore  God 
hath  joined  together,  let  not  man  put 
asunder.     (Mark  10:5-9.) 

In    the    light    of    scripture,    ancient    and 
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modern,  we  are  justified  in  concluding  that 
Christ's  ideal  pertaining  to  marriage  is  the 
unbroken  home,  and  conditions  that  cause 
divorce  are  violations  of  his  divine  teach- 
ings.      Home  of  these  are: 

Unfaithfulness  on  the  part  of  either  or 
both,  habitual  drunkenness,  physical  vio- 
lence, long  imprisonment  that  disgraces  the 
wife  and  family,  the  union  of  an  innoceni 
girl  to  a  reprobate — in  these  and  perhaps 
other  cases  there  may  be  circumstances 
which  make  the  continuance  of  the  mar- 
riage state  a  greater  evil  than  divorce.  But 
these  are  extreme  cases — they  are  the  mis- 
takes, the  calamities  in  the  realm  of 
marriage. 

On  the  other  hand,  to  look  upon  marriage 
as  a  mere  contract  that  may  be  entered  into 
at  pleasure  in  response  to  a  romantic  whim, 
or  for  selfish  purposes,  and  severed  at  the 
first  difficulty  or  misunderstanding  that 
mav  arise,   is  an  evil  meriting  severe  con-

A  flippant  attitude  toward  marriage,   the

made  divorce  courts  are  dangerous  reefs 
upon  which  man\  a  family  bark  is  wrecked. 
An  ever-decreasing  birth  rate  and  an  in- 
creasing divorce  rate  are  omnious  signs 
threatening  the  stability  of  the  American 
home,    and    the    perpetuity    of    our    present

demnation,  especially  in  cases  wherein 
children  are  made  to  suffer  because  of  such 
seperation.' 

Marriage  is  a  sacred  relationship"  entered 
into  for  purposes  that  are  well  recognized — 
primarily  for  the  rearing  of  a  family.  It  is 
claimed  by  some  careful  observers  that  our 
present  modern  life  tends  to  frustrate  these 
purposes.        Write  one  : 

Modern  living  conditions  contribute  to 
these  frustrations.  Formerly  a  married 
woman  had  a  1w)ue  to  care  for,  often 
several  children.  To-day,  in  many  parts 
of  oar  country,  a  married  woman  con- 
tinues either  to  follow  her  vocation  or  to 
spend  her  time  s&'eking  new  stimulations 
— no  children  to  care  for — rid  house  to 
clean — no  meals  to  cool:.  Under  such  a 
condition  tier  leisure  time  activities  be- 
come tier  all-absorbing  interests — inter- 
ests which  often  lead  her  away  from  her 
husband  rattier  than  to  him. 
Twenty-four  years  ago  when  the  steam- 
ship Marama  dropped  anchor  outside  the 
coral  reef  that  surrounds  the  island  Raro- 
feonga,    a    passenger   desiring   to    go    ashore 


form  of  constitutional  government.  An 
editorial  in  a  weekly  magazine,  published  in 
the  capital  of  the  nation,  says: 

Since  1890  the  United  States  of 
America's  national  birth  rate  has  dropped 
from  32.9  per  1,000  population  to  17.4  per 
f  ,000  population. 

In  those  same  years,  the  national  aver- 
age for  divorces  jumped  from  5.7  per 
100   marriages   to    19.3  per   100  marriages.

What,  in  the  long  run,  is  the  point  of 
vast  new  public  programmes  if  the  indi- 
vidual, continually  fearful  of  to-morrow, 
flutters  from  mate  to  mate  and  deliber- 
ately robs  the  nation  of  his.  or  tier,  own 
good  qualities  in  the  next  generation  ?  .1 
nation's  permanency  is  entirely  de penit- 
ent on  the  permanency  of  its  individual 
homes,  the  family  pride  of  its  citizens  and 
the  reproduction  of  the  families,  genera- 
tion   by  generation.

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FASTING   AND    FAST   DAY 


Til  E  first  Sundaj  of  the  month  has  been 
set  apart  as  a  day  of  Easting  and 
prayer  to  be  observed  by  the  membership  of 
the  Church.  These  meetings  have  been 
appointed  for  the  purpose  of  developing 
faith  in  the  gospel  and  of  increasing  the 
testimonies  of  the  Saints.  It  is  required 
of  the  Saints  that  they  fast  for  two  meals 
and  that  the  substance  which  has  been 
saved  through  fasting  be  imparted  to  the 
bishop  for  the  help  of  those  in  need  and  dis- 
tress. We  should  fast  with  prayer  for  the 
welfare  of  those  not  so  fortunate  as  we. 
Purposeful  observance  of  the  monthly  fast 
and  the  offering  of  the  equivalent  value  of 
the  food  not  eaten  are  very  important  for 
the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  Saints  and  for 
the  assistance  of  those  in  need. 

The  question,  "  What  constitutes  fast- 
ing- "  has  been  answered  by  the  authori- 
ties of  the  Church  in  Handbook  of  Instruc- 
tions, Number  17,  page  51 : 

In  general,  fasting  means  taking 
nothing  into  the  body.  No  direct  instruc- 
tion is  given  in  the  Doctrine  and  Cove- 
nants regarding  abstaining  from  tenter 
while  fasting;  but  in  the  Bible  there  are 
three  references  wherein  the  drinking  of 
water  was  omitted  daring  the  period  of 
the  fast.  These  are:  Exodus  34:28  and 
Deuteronomy  9:0-18,  where  it  states  that 
Muxes  '  did  neither  eat  bread  nor  drink 
wetter  "';  and  Esther  4:16,  where  Esther 
asked   the   Jews   to   fast  for   her   and   to 

neither  eat  nor  drink. " 
The  spirit  of  fasting  is  the  main  thing 
to  encourage.  Too  much  stress  should  not 
be  placed  on  technical  details,  but  the  ab- 
staining from  two  meals  as  a  form  of  self- 
denial,  striving  for  spiritual  strength,  and 
donating  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  should 
be  kept  constantly  in  mind. 

When  fasting  is  observed  according  to  the 
letter  of  the  law.  it  becomes  "  a  form  of 
self-denial  for  self-mastery."  Fasting  is  a 
physical  sacrifice  and  the  recompense  is  a 
spiritual  blessing. 

Those  who  attend  the  fast  meeting  can- 
not expect  to  receive  a  fulness  of  the  Spirit 
unless  they  come  to  the  sacrament  table  in 
fasting  and  in  prayer.       In  Alma,   Chapter 


17,    verse    8,    we    read,    "  they    had    given 

themselves    to    much    prayer    and    fasting: 

therefore,  the\  had  the  spirit  of  prophecx. 
and  the  spirit  of  revelation,  and  when 
taught,  they  taught  with  power  and  autho- 
rity of  God."  The  spirit  is  often  tram- 
meled by  the  vulgarity  of  the  bodj  ;  fast- 
ing diminishes  bodily  excesses  and  gives  t In- 
spirit, which  has  been  humbled  through 
fasting,  an  opportunity  for  the  strength 
which  no  other  process  could  accomplish, 
and  man's  spirit  is  placed  in  harmony  with 
the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  and  an  interchange 
of  spiritual  communion  takes  place. 

The  purposeful  observance  of  the  vital 
principle  of  moderate  fasting  will  result  in 
blessing,  increased  testimony,  comfort,  and 
spiritual  strength.  Our  faith  in  the  gospel 
will  be  developed,  our  testimony  bearing 
Mill  be  influenced  by  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord 
and  will  be  refreshing  and  faith-promoting 
in  its  nature.

"FRIENDLINESS" 

RECENTLY,  a  man  and  his  wile  in  their 
late  fifties  were  converted  and  bap- 
tized into  the  Church.  They  came  to  love 
the  Church  and  all  it  stands  for.  The  great 
fraternal  spirit  manifested  by  the  members 
of  their  ward  truly  warmed  their  souls. 
What  friends,-  what  comradeship,  what 
interest  in  each  other's  welfare  !  The  joy 
of  it  all  was  overwhelming. 

Then  the  hand  of  death  took  him  away. 
The  widow  moved  to  another  ward.  There 
again  the  friendliness  of  the  ward  members 
cheered  and  helped  to  heal  the  gapping 
wound  of  loneliness  and  bereavement.  She 
was  thankful  to  belong  to  such  a  Church 
where  she  found  warm-hearted  friends  at 
every  turn. 

Then  she  moved  to  another  ward.  She 
attended  services  the  first  Sunday,  the 
second,  third,  fourth,  and  the  fifth.  In 
all  this  time,  not  one  soul  spoke  to  her;  not 
even  so  much  as  a  friendly  smile  was  given 
her.  Not  one  presiding  officer  noticed  her. 
No  one  seemed  to  care.  The  atmosphere 
was  frigid.  Where  was  the  friendliness 

she  had  enjoyed  so  much?  Was  it  her 
fault?  She  was  new  in  the  Church.  Why 
couldn't  someone,  anyone,  come  up  and  be 
friendly  ? 

Another  family  moved  to  a  new  ward. 
The  husband  attended  Church  and  came 
home  to  report  to  his  wife,  too  ill  to  accom- 
pany him,  "This  is  one  of  those  frigid  wards 
we  have  heard  about.  Not  one  person 
greeted  me  either  by  word,  handshake,  or 
even  a  smile." 

Many  converts  to  the  Church  have  come 
away  from  foreign  lands,  left  their  homes, 
their  loved  ones,  their  friends,  their  all. 
But  they  were  not  afraid,  for  in  "  Zion  " 
they  felt  sure  the  Saints  would  welcome 
them.  What  a  joy  it  would  be  to  mingle 
with  the  body  of  the  Church  and  be  among 
leal  friends,  friends  who  would  understand 
and  always  be  helpful  and  true.  But,  alas, 
how  many  of  them  have  been  disillusioned. 
Many  have  settled  down  to  nurse  a  broken 
heart  and  live  a  lonely  life  in  disappoint- 
ment. Some  have  become  totally  in- 
different— some  have  left  the  Church. 
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What  is  wrong  with  some  of  us  that  we 
are  not  more  friendly,  more  considerate'.' 
Perhaps  the  person  we  passed  by  in  our 
meetings  was  seeking  the  truth,  was  need- 
ing a  word  of  cheer,  was  lonely,  was 
bereaved,  perhaps  ill,  Let  us  not  forget 
that  a  smile,  a  handshake,  a  kind  word,  a 
friendly  greeting,  a  helpful  attitude  are 
some  of  the  ways  in  which  we  "  practise 
what  we  "  preach. " 

It  is  our  individual  responsibility  to  wel- 
come strangers  to  our  meetings,  to  extend 
a  friendly  greeting  to  all.  We  should  not 
wait  for  the  other  fellow  to  do  it,  for  he 
may  be  waiting  for  us  to  do  it.  Perhaps 
we  are  backward  in  greeting  each  other  and 
particularly  strangers.  Well,  let  us  begin 
now  to  overcome  this  timidity. 

•Let  us  be  more  friendly,  more  courteous, 
more  kind,  more  thoughtful.  It  requires 
so  little  effort  and  means  so  much  to  us  and 
to  those  whom  we  thus  greet  in  the  spirit 
of  good  will  and  friendliness.

In  sonic  slates  of  the  union,  il  is  almost 
as  easy  to  gel  a  divorce  as  il  is  to  gel  mar- 
ried. As  a  result  of  this  laxity,  one  out 
of  everj  five  marriages  ends  either  in  di- 
vorce or  annulment. 

Though  statistics  indicate  that  there  is  a 
much  lower  divorce  rate  in  the  Church  than 
in  the  nation,  yet  there  is  cause  for  concern 
over  the  number  of  marriages  annulled 
in  the  divorce  courts. 

With  the  assistance  of  the  Presiding 
Bishop's  office  and  Professor  Roy  A.  West, 


in  temples  bj  stake  and  ward  authorities, 
and  one  divorce  for  every  6.9  (we  will  say 
seven)  marriages  among  couples  married 
by  civil  officers.  There  is  cause  for  con- 
cern over  the  increase  of  divorces  in  this 
country  and  even  in  our  ( 'liurcli. 
Divorce     Hate     in     the     Church     and    in    the 

United  States.- 

The  ratio  of  divorce  to  marriage  in  the 
United  States  is  three  times  higher  than  in 
the  Church.  In  11)20  there  were  7.5  mar- 
riages to  every  divorce  in  the  United  State-; 
while  in  the  Church  there  were  24.8 
marriages  to  every  divorce.  In  1935,  the 
United  States  had  a  ratio  of  6. 1  marriages 
to  every  divorce;  during  the  same  year  the 
Church  had  a  ratio  of  17.9  marriages  to  each 
divorce. 

The  real  source  of  security  of  our  nation 


There  are  three  fundamental  things  to  which  every  child  is  entitled:  (1)  a  respected 
name,  (2)  a  sense  of  security,   (3)  opportunities  for  development. 


I  have  before  me  a  comparison  of  marriages 
and  divorces  in  the  Church  from  1920  to 
1944.  It  sets  forth  the  fact  that  though 
there  are  fewer  divorces  among  couples  mar- 
ried in  the  temples  and  by  stake  and  ward 
authorities  than  by  civil  officers  and  other 
churches,  yet  'divorces  are  increasing  even 
in  the  Church. 

For  example,  during  the  period  1920-1922 
there  was  one  divorce  tor  every  38.24  mar- 
riages among  couples  married  in  the 
temples  and  by  stake  and  ward  authorities, 
but  there  was,  during  those  same  years,  one 
divorce  for  every  13.20  marriages  among 
couples  married  by  civil  officers.  Compara- 
tively, that  ratio  continues  throughout  the 
twenty  years,  as  you  will  note  by  the  fol- 
lowing taken  at  random:  (The  first  figure 
will  be  the  Church  marriage;  the  second, 
the  civil  marriage.) 

1923  to  1925 — one  divorce  to  every  33 
marriages ;  one  divorce  to  every  ■  15 
marriages. 

1935  to  1937 — one  divorce  to  every  28 
marriages;  one  divorce  to  every  12.52 
marriages. 

1938  to  1940— one  divorce  to  every  26.61 
marriages;  one  divorce  to  every  10.13 
marriages. 

Last  year  there  was  one  divorce  for  every 
seventeen  marriages  among  couples  married 


rests  in  the  well  ordered,  properly  con- 
ducted homes.  The  character  of  a  child  is 
formed  largely  during  the  first  twelve 
years  of  his  life.  It  is  estimated  that  in 
that  period  the  child  spends  approximately 
3,240  hours  in  school;  410  hours  in  Sunday 
School  and  church,  but  52,560  hours  in  the 
home,  not  counting  twelve  hours  a  day  for 
sleep.  In  other  words,  he  spends  sixteen 
times  as  many  waking  hours  in  the  home 
as  in  school,  and  one  hundred  twenty-six 
times  as  any  hours  in  the  home  as  in  the 
Church. 

In  the  homes  of  America,  are  born  the 

children   of  America,    and  front   them   go 

out  into  American  life  American  men  and 

women.

Luther  Burbank,   the  great  plant  wizard, 

most  impressively  emphasizes  the  need  for 

constant  attention  in  the  training  of  a  child.

Train  it 
in  self-respect  just  as  you  train  a  plant  in 
better  ways.  No  self-respecting  man  was 
ever  a  grafter.  Above  all.  bear  in  mind 
repetition — the  use  of  an  influence  over 
and  over  again,  keeping  everlastingly  at 
it.        This  is   ichat  fixes  traits  in   plants, 
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the   constant    repetition   of  an   influence 

until  at  last   it   is  irrevocably  fixed  and 

will   not    change.         You    cannot   afford   to 
<jct  discouraged.       Von  air  dealing  with 
something    far    more    precious    than    any 
plant — the  precious  soul  of  a  child  \

pure.  And  the  father  should  so  live  that 
the  child,  emulating  his  example,  will  be  a 
good  citizen,  and,  in  the  Church,  a  true 
Latter-day   Saint. 

Security. 
A  child  has  the  right  to  feel  that  in  his 
home  he  has  a  place  of  refuge,  a  place  of 
protection  from  the  dangers  and  evils  of  the 
outside  world.  Family  unity  and  integrity 
are  necessary  to  supply  this  need. 

He  needs  parents  who  are  happy  in 
their  adjustment  to  each  other,  who  are 
working  hopefully  toward  the  fulfilment 
of  an  ideal  of  living,  tvlw  love  their 
children  with  a  sincere  and  unselfish 
lore;  in  sliort,  who  arc  well-balanced]  in- 
dividuals, gifted  with  a  certain  amount  of 
insight,  who  arc  able  to  provide  the  child 
with  a  wholesome,  emotional  background 
which  will  contribute  more  to  his  develop- 
ment than  material  advantages. 
Divorce  almost  invariably  deprives  child- 
ren  of  these  advantages. 

How  to  Lessen  the  Breaking  Up 
of  Homes. 
1.  Substitute  the  present  tendency  to- 
ward a  low  view  of  marriage  by  the  lofty 
view  which  Jesus  the  Christ  gives  it.  Let 
us  look  upon  marriage  as  a  sacred  obliga- 
tion and  a  covenant  that  is  eternal,  or  that 
mav  be  made  eternal. 


Harriet   Beecher  Stowe   wisely   writes  : 

No  man  or  woman  can  create  a  true 
home  who  is  not  willing  in  the  outset  to 
embrace  life  heroically,  to  encounter 
labour  and  sacrifice.  Only  to  such-  can 
this  dirinrst  power  be  given  to  create  on 
earth  that  which  is  the  nearest  image  of 
heaven . 

4.  Another  condition  that  contributes  to 
the  permanence  of  the  marriage  covenant  is 
marriage   in   the   temple.  Before   such   a 

marriage  is  consummated,  .  it  is  necessary 
for  the  young  man  and  young  woman  first 
to  obtain  a  recommend  from  the  bishop. 
They  should  go  to  him  in  person,  and  the 
bishop  who  does  his  duty  will  instruct  the 
couple  regarding  the  sacredness  of  the 
obligation  that  they  are  as  young  people 
going  to  assume,  emphasizing  all  the  safe- 
guards that  have  been  named  before.  There 
in  the  presence  of  the  priesthood  the  young 
people  receive,  before  they  take  upon  them- 
selves the  obligation,  instruction  upon  the 
sacredness  of  the  duty  which  is  before 
them  ;  and,  furthermore,  whether  or  not 
they  are  prepared  to  go  in  holiness  and 
purity  to  the  altar  of  God  and  there  seal 
their  vows  and  love.

that  is  the  standard  of  purity  taught  and 
practised  among  Latter-day  Saints.  It  is 
a  common  saying  throughout  the  world  that 
young  men  may  sow  their  wild  oats,  but 
that  young  women  should  be  chaperoned 
and  guarded.  In  the  Church  of  Christ 
there  is  but  one  standard  of  morality.  No 
young  man  has  any  more  right  to  sow  his 
wild  oats  than  has  a  young  girl.  She  is 
taught  that  second  only  to  the  crime  of 
taking  human  life  is  that  of  losing  her  vir- 
tue. And  that  is  the  ideal  among  young 
men.  That  young  man  who  comes  to  the 
bishop  and  asks  for  a  recommend  to  take  a 
pure  girl  to  the  altar  is  expected  to  give 
just  the  same  purity  that  he  expects  to 
receive. 

Conclusion. 
For  the  proper  solution  of  this  great 
problem  we  may  turn  with  safety  to  Jesus 
as  our  guide.  He  declared  that  the  mar- 
riage relation  is  of  divine  origin,  that 
"  marriage  is  ordained  of  God,''  that  only 
under     the     most     exceptional     conditions 


should  it-  be  set  aside.  In  the  teaching  of 
the  Church  of  Christ,  the  family  assumes 
supreme  importance  in  the  development  of 
the  individual  and  of  society.  "  Happy 
and  thrice  happy  are  they  who  enjoy  an  un- 
interrupted union,  and  whose  love,  un- 
broken by  any  complaint,  shall  not  dissolve 
until  the  last  day. " 

The  marriage  ceremony  when  sealed  by 
the  authority  of  the  Holy  Priesthood  en- 
dures, as  do  family  relationships,  through- 
out time  and  all  eternity.

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DUTY    OF    PARENTS 


THIS  is  a  day  in  which  children  in  many 
families  are  over-riding  the  authority 
of  their  parents,  disregarding  their  teach- 
ings, and  with  a  head-strong  attitude  they 
are  setting  a  course  which  is  contrary  to 
wisdom,  safety,  and  success. 

All  through  the  centuries,  young  people 
in  their  teens  have  thought  that  they  have 
known  far  more  than  their  parents,  and  as 
a  result  have  thought  it  unnecessary  to  fol- 
low the  advice  of  their  fathers  and  mothers. 
They  have  felt  that  mother  and  dad  are  old- 
fashioned  and  behind  the  times,  and  that 
they  themselves  are  of  a  new  and  modern 
generation  which  the  parents  simply  do  not 
understand.  It  has  been  the  history  of 
each  generation,  however,  that  when  these 
same  youngsters  get  a  few  years  older,  they 
suddenly  discover  that  mother  and  dad  are 
not  so  unlearned  after  all. 

The  present  war  has  served  to  aggravate 
this  condition.  Youngsters  have  felt,  more 
than  ever,  a  spirit  of  independence  from  all 
restraint.  More  and  more  homes  are  made 
unhappy  by  the  attitude  of  the  boys  and 
girls  who  refuse  to  listen  to  their  parents, 
and  with  unwise  determination  go  their  own 
way.  .  They  so  little  realize  how  severe  is 
the  school  of  experience,  they  so  little 
understand  the  facts  of  life.  They- are  so 
much  like  a'  self-confident  little  bird  just 
trying  its  wings.  Yet,  when  they  fall,  they 
fall  hard,   and  many  become  bitter. 

The  writer  of  Proverbs  one  time  said  "  A 
wise  son  heareth  his  father's  instruction, 
but  a  scorner  heareth  not  rebuke."  At 
another  time  he  made  a  similar  statement, 
'*  A  fool  despiseth  his  father's  instruction, 
but  he  that  regardeth  reproof  is  prudent." 

The  fault  for  the  failure  of  young  people 
to  walk  wisely  in  this  war  generation,  is  to 
some  extent  theirs,  but  to  a  very  large 
degree  it  rests  upon  the  parents  themselves. 

The  position  taken  on  this  subject  by  J. 


Edgar  Hoover  is  well  known.  Juvenile 
Court  judges  throughout  the  nation  agree 
with  liini  when  he  says  that  to  a  large 
extent  the  parents1  failure  to  do  their  duty 
to  the  children  is  responsible  for  much  of 
the  present  distress. 

According  to  information  recently  com- 
piled through  public  school  sources,  three- 
fourths  of  the  delinquent  children  in  the 
United  States  had  no  supervision  whatever 
over  their  leisure  time.  It  is  also  pointed 
out  by  these  same  sources  that  broken 
homes  contribute  very  largely  to  the  delin- 
quency of  young  people.  Divorces  in  the 
United  States  increased  to  the  point  where, 
just  before  the  war,  20  out  of  every  100 
marriages  in  this  country,  ended  in  the 
divorce  courts. 

There  are  many  conscientious  .parents 
who  do  all  in  their  power  to  train  their 
children  well,  and  yet  they  suffer  the  dis- 
tress of  seeing  their  head-strong  offspring 
fall  into  paths  of  sin.  But  while  we  have 
these  instances,  there  are  many  more  in 
which  the  children  fall  because  of  the  fail- 
ure of  parents  to  do  their  part. 

The  Proverbs  truly  say  that  "  a  fool 
despiseth  his  father's  instruction,"  but 
what  about  those  children  who  have  fathers 
who  do  not  take  the  time  to  give  them  in- 
struction'.'    What  is  to  be  said  about  them." 

Parents  must  regard  it  as  their  first 
responsibility  to  properly  instruct  their  own 
children,  and  this  refers  to  leisure  time 
activity  as  well  as  to  school  time  and  work 
time.  Parents  should  strive  to  work  with 
their  children  and  play  with  their  children, 
and  to  give  instruction  to  build  character  in 
both  these  activities.  Parents  should  en- 
deavour to  avoid  trouble  as  between  them- 
selves, as  parental  trouble  breeds  children's 
trouble.  Train  up  a  child  in  the  way  he 
should  go,  and  as  a  general  rule  he  will  not 
depart  from  it  when  he  is  grown.
